Tells of Plans for Ship to 


Fly Across Atlantic and 
Back — First - Degree 
Murder Charge Filed at 
Macon, Mo.

MACON, Mo., Oct. 31.—Ernest 
Pletch, Indiana farmhand and 
amateur aviator, admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that/| 


he had lied when he said Carl Biv-| 
ens had planned to steal an air-| 
plane with him last Friday and fly 
to Mexico. 

Pletch admitted that nothing had | 
been said about stealing the bor- 
rowed two-seater monoplane and 
that he shot Bivens to death with- 
out reason when they were flying 
at 5000 feet above Macon County. 

“I don’t know just why I killed 
him, but I did,” the prisoner said. 

“After we had been off the 
ground about 40 minutes we 
reached an altitude of 5000 feet, 
and were zipping along,” Pletch re- 
lated. “Carl was telling me that 
I had natural ability as a_ pilot, 
and how I should follow that line. 


_i had a revolver in my pocket and, 


without saying a word to him, I 


took it out of my overalls and I) 


fired a bullet into the back of his 
head. He never said a word. He 
never knew what struck him. 

“His head fell forward and hit 
the throttle—there are dual con- 
trols in a training ship—and threw 
it wide open. His feet wedged down 
on the controls as his-body slumped 
down in the seat. We were both 
strapped in with safety belts.

Through War Zone on 50 Cents 


HOBOKEN, N. J., Oct. 31 (AP). 
—Fourteen-year-old Charles Con- 
ner of Chicago, 
cents and an affable personality 
for an 8000-mile adventure which 
inciuded a nearly tragic swim in 
the North Sea, returned.from the 
war zone today, an adolescent sol- 
dier of fortune. 

He arrived with 1529 other pas- 
sengers, 437 of them United States 
citizens, aboard the Holland-Amer- 
ica Line steamship Statendam out 
of Rotterdam. 

Young Conner, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Marlow Conner, said he ran 
away from home in mid-Septem- 
ber with only 50 cents in his pock- 
et, hitch-hiked to New York, at- 
tempted to enlist in the United 
States army and finally stowed 
away aboard the Holland-America 
liner Zaandam. 

The youth walked up the crew 
gangplank, remained on deck until 
the pilot was dropped and then re-

The Zaandam rode at anchor for

Request for Selvaggi’s Arrest. 


The St. Louis County Sheriff's 
office today sent a telegram to the 
Los Angeles police, requesting that 
Selvaggi be arrested and held, sus- 
pected of the attack on Baker. Sel- 
vaggi served six years of an 11- 
year term for robbery in the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary, being released 
at the end of 1932. Last July he 
was arrested in a Los Angeies 
murder investigation and later was 
held on a concealed weapon charge, 
but was released after a few days. 


The picture of Selvaggi which 
Baker identified was one of sev- 
eral brought from Los Angeles by 
Chief of Police John H. Glassco, 
who was there last week. Chief 
Glassco obtained pictures of the 
four men arrested with Londe, and 
a picture of Selvaggi.

Albert 
Detert took for Baker’s inspection 
all the pictures brought by the 
Chief from Los Angeles. Baker 
looked at Selvaggi’s picture, in- 
spected the features and facial 
lines through a magnifying glass, 
and said it was the picture of Dow- 
ling’s companion in the attack on 
him. 


Judge’s Announcement. 


The decision affirming Londe’s 
conviction and 25-year term was 
handed down by Division No. 2 of 
the Supreme Court, after Judge 
George Robb Ellison, presiding in 
that division, had announced the 
substance of the decision. He made 
the announcement because of 
Londe’s stipulation consenting tv 
the decree. 


The court’s opinion, written by 
Commissioner Walter H, Bohling, 
Was concurred in by the three 
Judges of Division No. 2, Judges 
Ellison, C. A, Leedy and Ernest M.

Ettore Muti, the Blackshirt Gen- 
eral who has the gold medal gen- 
erally awarded posthumously, be- 
comes secretary of the party. He 
fought with distinction in the World 
War, in Ethiopia and in Spain and 
was an early Fascist. A,man with 
a wide circle of friends, Muti was 
in the confidence of Mussolini and 
Count Ciano in recent years and is 
considered to reflect the best qual- 
ities of the Blackshirt Militia. 

The new army chief of staff is 
Marshal Rodolfo Graziani, whose 
campaigns in Libya and Ethiopia 
make him the successor to the 
French Marshal Lyautey as the 
world’s greatest colonial fighter. 
His independence of mind has long 
made him appreciated as a no “yes 
man.” 

The Propaganda Ministry goes to 
Allessandro Pavolini, the young 
man who flew Count Ciano’s “des- 
perate squadron” to Ethiopia. Pavo- 
lini is medest, has intellectual in- 
tegrity,.and from his recent work 
with propaganda for foreign coun- 
tries knows something of mentali- 
ties beyond Italy.

BRITISH SHOOT DOWN GERMAN 
PLANE BEHIND FRENCH LINES 


Ship Hit by Hundreds of Bullets 
and Crew of Three Plunges 
Into Nine-Foot Crater. 

WITH THE BRITISH AIR 
FORCE IN FRANCE, Oct. 31 (AP). 
—Death kept the secret of the loca- 
tion of one of the Royal Air Force 
aerodromes from German observers 
today when a British fighter sent 
an enemy reconnaissance machine 
hurtling to the earth behind the 
Maginot line. 

Hit by hundreds of British bul- 
lets, the plane crashed to the ground 
with its engine still roaring at full 
throttle. 

The crew of three was plunged 
into a nine-foot deep crater in the 
earth and the plane’s fuel tanks ex- 
ploded.

Plane Was Shot Down|

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Oct. #1 (AP).—Military 
sources reported today a French 
town about six miles within the} 
border had been shelled heavily in 
a resumption of German artillery 
action on the Western front. The 
town was not otherwise identified. 

Sharp land engagements were 
said to have coincided with the ar- 
tillery attack as clearing weather 
released aerial reconnaissance pa- 
trols over the allied and German 
lines. 

French anti-aircraft batteries 
shot down at least one German 
plane 100 miles within French ter- 
ritory, the military sources said. 

The French command issued the 
following. communique tonight: 

“In the course of many flights 
made Oct. 30, a German recon- 
naissance bimotor (plane) was 
brought down in our lines. Two 
enemy observation planes fell out 
of controliin German lines on the 
Saar front. All French planes re- 
turned to their bases.” 

Land force: fought a series of 
skirmishes today in the Lorraine 
sector between the Moselle and 
Saar Rivers, the general staff re- 
ported. The French said that 
both sides engaged in raids and 
ambushes during the second day of 
renewed action on the Lorraine 
front extending from the Luxem- 
bourg border to Sarreguimines. 

The War Ministry issued the fol- 
lowing communique early today: 

“A quiet night on the whole 
front.” 

Concentration of German troops 
opposite the Netherlands border in| 
Northwestern Germany was said to 
have been relaxed. 

Some French military commen- 
tators expressed the opinion Ger- 
many was not likely to launch a 
major offensive, and wondered if 
German action might be confined 
to air attacks ‘on the British isles.

Denial of Gag Rule Made. 

In a preliminary statement, Sa- 
bath denied Fish’s contention that 
the procedure of debate decided 
upon amounted to a gag rule.

GERMAN SUOUTS. 


REPORTED ACROSS 
FRENCH FRONTIER 


Berlin Says Positions in 
Front of Maginot Line 
Were Explored — Four 
Planes Shot Down. 


BERLIN, Oct. 31 (AP).—An of- 
ficial announcement said today that 
German scouting troops had 
crossed the German-French border 
to explore territory in front of the 


Maginot line. 

This was the first German an- 
nouncement of tne crossing of Ger- 
man troops into France, 

The high command also reported 
resumption of artillery fire on the 
Western front after a two-day lull 
and said' four enemy planes had 
been shot down. 


The announcement did not say 
where the crossing of the French 
frontier occurred. 

German troops were said to have 
found a deserted French second de- 
fense line close behind the boun- 
dary posts, and, about a mile from 
the first French village, an unfin- 
ished trench system. 

In the first village, unidentified 
by the German announcement, 
houses were “carefully entered,” 
but no soldiers or villagers were 
found. 

The anouncement said that the 
Germans, undisturbed by enemy 
gun fire, searched the village and 
then marched on to a second com- 
munity, which also was deserted, 
En route they were said to have 
found machine gun nests, army 
equipment and other “signs of 
‘wacipitate evacuation.” 


The scouts were said to have pen- 
etrated no deepe rthan this second 
village and to have returned to Ger- 
man soil by another route. 

The German report said consider- 
able munitions, helmets and other 
equipment were found scattered 
about. On the edge of a forest were 
the ruins of a French plane, which 
had been shot down. 

The Germans returned “with as 
much war material as they could 
carry” without drawing any French 
fire, the announcement concluded. 
The communique reported “mi- 
nor artillery fire” and scouting op- 
erations “in the West between the 
Moselle River and the Palatinate 
Forest.”

anywhere in Europe now,” Georgi 
explained. “Things are hopeless 
there and will be for the next 3 
or 40 years. It’s war now, and if 
the war goes on for a year or two 
there'll be revolutions when it’s 
over.” 
The 60-year-old engineer arrived 
with his family -yesterday on the 
American freighter Black Gull. The 
children are Dorothea, 17: Mary 
13, and Henry, 8. 


Georgi said that with 
receiving supplies from Russia, he 
saw little chance that the Naz 
Government would be subdued by 
England and France. 

“Both sides will fight to the last 
farthing—not to the last man.” he 
continued, “because Generals won't 
lose a million men in one shot try- 
ing to attack fortified positions 
like the Maginot and Limes lines,” 
“The able-bodied male population 
of Europe is under arms, both the 
men and their families being sup- 
ported by tne governments. The 
governments won't be able to stand 
the strain and are g°0ing to find 
themselves with situations they 
can’t solve. Then, I think, there 
will be revolutions.”

U. 8. Embassy Calls Germany’s 


Attention to Its Responsibility. 

BERLIN, Oct. 31 (AP).—United 
States Charge d’Affaires Alexander 
C. Kirk today “informally” called 


the attention of the German Gov-' 


ernment to the responsibility de- 
volving on it for the safety of the 
American crew of the freighter 
City of Flint. 

Kirk, on instructions from 
Washington, called at the Foreign 
Office to deliver his message. 

Since it was believed the City of 
Flint was headed for Hamburg, it 
was expected that the United States 
consulate at that city would han- 
die details of prize-court proceed- 
ings when and if the City of Flint 
arrives at that port. 

The case of the City of Flint was 
cited last night by the semi-offi- 
cial commentary, Deutsche Diplo- 
matisch-Politische Korrespondenz, 
as one “symptom” of what it 
termed the United States’ “two- 
fold yardstick” policy toward the 
European war.

Flint Follows Coast, Norwegian 
Cruiser Close Behind. 


BERGEN, Norway, Oct. 31 (AP). 
--The American freighter City of 
Flint, in command of a German 
prize crew, felt its way southward 
alone the northern coast of Nor- 
way today with a Norwegian naval 
vessel close on its heels. 

The Flint was sighted off Lodin- 
gen Light at 11 a. m. (4 a. m., St. 
louis time). Steaming close be- 
hind was the Norwegian ship, be- 
lieved to be the 1170-ton destroyer 
Sleipner, which escorted the cap- 
tured American vessel out of Trom- 
gO Waters yesterday. 

The appearance of the City of 
Flint off Lodingen on the inland 
route down one of the world’s moat 


broken coasts was taken as an in- 
dication that the German prize’! 
crew had requested and obtained 
permission to move in Norwegian 
territorial waters. 

One of the duties of the escort 
ship was to make certain the 
freighter passed through no naval 
port or naval district at night, and 
that it otherwise obey al] rules laid 
down for its passage in Norwegian 
waters. In the event the captors 
do not comply, it was said the Flint 
was to be halted and both ship and

Oil Slick Observed on Sea After 
Floodlighted Destroyer Appar- 
ently Dropped Bomb. 
NEW YORK; Oct. 31 (AP).—An 
incident interpreted as the probable 
sinking of a submarine by ‘two 
British destroyers was described by 
passengers on the Cunard-White 
Star liner Scythia when it arrived 
here today. The warcraft were con- 
voying the Cunarder at the time. 
The incident occurred five hours 
out of Liverpool while the Scythia 
was en route to the United States 
with 174 passengers, including 33 
Americans. Ship’s officers would 
not discuss the episode. 
One of the passengers, Malcolm

merchant, said the Scythia was 
“shaken by a detonation” on the 
night of Oct. 21.

Hall told him he would be paid 


$4 a day for driving a service car, 
that the $200 bond was required 
to guarantee a high type of per- 
sonnel and as security for the daily 
receipts, Vaninger testified. 

The witness said he reported for 
work next day, but was not placed 
on a service route. He performed 
odd jobs for three and one-half 
weeks and was paid $68 in that time 
by Hall, but never saw his $200 cash 
deposit again—nor did the service 
car job materialize.

As to a technical objection that 
the evidence did not meet the re- 
quirements of Missouri law as to 
bombing, the opinion said: “The 
evidence established that whatever 
the device or object was, it exploded 
and caused damage to property.

Day of General Thanksgiving 


Urges Nation Be Thankful for “Hope That 
Lives Within Us” of World 
- Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP).— 
Proclaiming Thursday, Nov. 23, as 
a day of general thanksgiving, 
President Roosevelt asked today 


that thanks be offered “for the 
hope that lives within us” of the 
coming of an eventual world peace. 
The proclamation designated the 
next to last Thursday instead of 
the last Thursday in the month in 
accordance with Roosevelt’s deci- 
sion to move up the holiday for 
business reasons. Some states, 
however, have decided to celebrate 
Nov. 30. 

Follows Washington’s Pilea. 
The text of the proclamation fol- 
lows in part: 

“I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Presi- 
dent of the United States of Amer- 
ica, do hereby designate Thursday, 
the 23d of November, 1939, as a day 
of genera! thanksgiving. 

“More than three centuries ago, 
at the season of the gathering in of 
the harvest, the Pilgrims humbly 
paused in their work and gave 
thanks to God for the preservation 
of their community and for the 
abundant yield of the soil. 

“A century and a half later, after 
the new nation had been formed, 
and the charter of government, the 
Constitution of the Republic, had 
received the assent of the states, 
President Washington and his suc- 
cessors invited the people of the na- 


blessings that had been granted 
them by Divine Providence. 

“It is fitting that we should con- 
tinue this hallowed custom and se- 
lect a day in 1939 to be dedicated 
to reverent thoughts of thanksgiv- 


ing. 
Says Progress Steady. 

“Our nation has gone steadily 
forward in the application of demo- 
cratic processes to economic and s0- 
cial problems, We have faced the 
specters of business depression, of 
unemployment, and of widespread 
agricultural distress, and our posi- 
tive efforts to alleviate these con- 
ditions have met with heartening 
results. 

“We have also been permitted to 
see the fruition of measures which 
we have undertaken in the realms 
of health, social welfare and the 
conservation of resources, 

“As a nation, we are deeply grate- 
ful that in a world of turmoil we 
are at peace with all countries, and 
we especially rejoice in the strength- 
ened bonds of our friendship with 
the other peoples of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

“Let us, on the day set aside for 
this purpose, give thanks to’ the 
Ruler of the universe for the 
strength which He has vouchsafed 
us to carry on our daily labors and 
for the hope that lives within us 
of the coming of a day when peace 
and the productive activities of 
peace shall reign on every conti-

FOODSTUFFS 5.2 PCT. HIGHER 
IN- SEPTEMBER THAN AUGUST 


Labor Department Statistician Re- 
ports Advances in All 61 
Cities Surveyed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP). — 
Housewives paid 5.2 per cent more 
for food in September than they 
did in August. The Labor Depart- 
ment’s statistician, Isador Lubin, 
reported that the increase between 
Aug. 15 and Sept. 19 was wide- 
spread, with advances shown in all 
of the 51 cities in which the de- 
partment conducts such surveys. 

“Prices were higher for 41 of 
the 60 priced items, sugar and lard 
leading with increases of about 25 
per cent and 35 per cent, respec- 
tively,” he commented. Lubin said, 
however, that last month’s index 
was less than a 1 per cent increase 
over a year ago. 

The increases for various items 
between the August and September 
dates included: Flour, 10.6 per 
cent; meats, 6.1; dairy products, 6. 
The 24.8 per cent increase for 
sugar, Lubin said, boosted the price 
for that commodity to the highest 
point in 10 years.

When they learned that even 
under a new plan of. allocating 
funds they would get no money, 
the four—Missouri Baptist, Chris- 
tian, Deaconess and Lutheran hos 
pitals—decided to withdraw. 

Oliver F. Richards, president of 
United Charities, declared, “Char- 
ity funds should not be used to 
build up a surplus for an institu- 
tion or to allow it to use those 
funds in paying off. its bonded 
debt.” Kirk E. Latta, executive di- 
rector of United Charities, added: 
“If people thought their. contribu- 
tions. would go to an institution 
that already had sufficient. income 
from its own endowment, we 
wouldn’t get a dime.” 

Fewer Charity Cases Reported. 

Richards asserted at a two-hour 
meeting with representatives of 
the four hospitals that a study of 
their records showed they had few- 
er charity patients in proportion 
to pay patients than other United 
Charities hospitals. He said the 
four had 80 to 90 per cent pay pa- 
tients, whereas other hospitals usu- 
ally had a smaller percentage of 
such patients. 

Theodore Schroeder, Lutheran 
Hospital board chairman, conceded 
they were “better collectors,” but 
said their operation within income 
was due to better management. E. E. 
King, superintendent of Missouri 
Baptist Hospital, added they often 
deferred’ painting their buildings 
and paid smaller salaries in an ef- 
fort to keep expenses down. 

Emil E. Brill, chairman of the 
United Charities Hospital Budget 
Committee, related he asked King 
at a previous meeting how much 


this hospital would require from

The blocking by the 
Germans of normal communications 
recalls Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s habit of closing the fron- 
tiers of a Nationalist Spain prior to 
launching an offensive against the 
Republicans. 

The American legation here has 
had difficulty communicating with 
Berlin. For five days Hungarians 
who have relatives in Austria have 
ceased receiving letters from them. 

Railroad and Danube traffic be- 

tween the Reich and southeastern 
Europe meantime is intense. Ru- 
mania and Hungary are refusing to 
send their own tank cars into Ger- 
many for fear of seizure and long 
trains of German tank cars, includ- 
ing some from what were once Po- 
land and Czecho-Slovakia plying 
between Rumania and the Reich, 
are a common sight in Hungary. 
The Germans are also using their 
own cars for the importation of 
livestock from Hungary. 
The transport of petroleum to 
Germany via the Danube has _ in- 
creased since the outbreak of the 
war. With the cessation of the 
pre-war Constanta-Hamburg route, 
the Danube is an all-important 
water route and the Reich is mak- 
ing the most of it before it begins 
to freeze early in November. 

Food demonstrations by women 
have occurred in Vienna, Klagen- 
furt and Graz; according to travel- 
ers from Austria.

Out of these 75 divisions, 
the British had six in India before 
the war, and it would probably be 
dangerous to reduce this establish- 
ment below three divisions. The 
Near East, that is French Syria 
and British-mandated Palestine, re- 
quire the attention of three or 
more, for this is where the great 
pipe-lines from the Mesopotamian 
oil fields touch the sea, 

Scattering garrisons—Gibraltar, 
Malta, Singapore, the French pos- 
sessions in China and Africa—eat 
up at least five more divisions. All 


told the Allies cannot have availa- 
ble for field operations much more 
than 60 divisions: They will not 
be in a position greatly to increase 
this figure until new British levies 
are trained and the Australian 
troops arrive, 


Equipment Lacking. 


More serious still for the purposes 
of modern war, the Allies do not 
have the mechanical equipment for 
more troops than they now have in 
the field. 

This equipment—mortars, artil- 
lery, tanks—was lacking last July 


in the Allied countries. Judging by 


American experience it will take 

at last a year for French and 

British factories to turn it out.

HIS HONOR’S PROTEST. 

Mayor Dickmann has protested against the pub- 
lication by the Forum magazine of an article entitled 
“St, Louis: A City in Decay.” The article, written 
at the request of the editors of the Forum by Charles 
Edmundson, a member of the Post-Dispatch staff, is, 
a severe indictment of Mayor Dickmann’s political 
machine and of the civie complacency which permits 
it to exist, along with the smoke problem, labor rack- 
eteering and other local conditions which should be 
remedied. .

If any heat is to be generated, it should be directed 
against the conditions outlined in the article. It 
should be a matter of heated discussion, for instance, 
that the assessed valuation of St. Louis has declined 
$250,000,000 in the past 10 years, largely because of 
the smoke problem. “Other cities have smoke nui- 
sances,” writes Mr. Edmundson; “St. Louis has a 
smoke calamity.” That is true, is it not? 

It is also true, is it not, that St. Louis suffers from 
labor racketeering in various industries, as the article 
charges? At the present moment, a Federal grand 
jury is inquiring into the local alliance between labor 
leaders and construction companies by which persons 
who build houses are subjected to extortionate costs. 
It is true that the local theatrical union and the local 
service car drivers’ union suffer from the depreda- 
tions of racketeers. 

It is true, is it not, as the Forum article points out, 
that St. Louis has suffered deeply from corruption 
at the polls and that, although the details of this 
corruption were made public, not a single election 
crook ever went to jail because of it? Are such things 
as these to be suppressed and forgotten, or should 
they be talked about until St. Louis is completely 
assured of an honest count at election time? 

It is true, is it not, that St. Louis is guilty of 
poor municipal housekeeping; that its judiciary needs 
improvement, as shown by the unremitting efforts of 
the St. Louis Bar Association to improve it; that its 
prosecutors are noteworthy for their lack of zeal in 
the public interest; and, to repeat, is it not true that 
we have a smoke problem which is ruining property 
values, driving taxpayers out of the city and creating 
the condition of decay that Lewis Mumford wrote 
about in his article for the Sixtieth Anniversary Ed- 


tion of this newspaper? 


When the Mayor, Vulnerable as he is, takes a 
| lofty attitude toward an article which contains many 
unpalatable truths about the City of St. Louis, he lays 
himself wide open to the questioning of citizens as to 


why he does not do something about these condi- 
tions rather than strike a George F. Babbitt pose and 
write letters to the editors of the Forum telling how 
terribly, terribly hurt he is. 

The article in the Forum merely tells how St. 
Louis has been injured. It did not do the injuring.

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THE CASE OF WILLIAM SENTNER. 

A historic case is in the making with the appeal 
by William Sentner, CIO organizer and union official, 
of the $2500 fine imposed by Judge W. 8S. Cooper at 
Montezuma, Ia., for activities in the Maytag Wash- 
ing Machine Co. strike last year. Sentner was 
found guilty of criminal syndicalism, and his counsel 
announces the case will be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court if necessary. 

The case is important in application of this law to 
a labor dispute. The statute is a relic of World War 
and post-war days, when 19 states passed drastic 
measures in an effort to curb IWW and other radical 
activity. Numerous leftist agitators have been prose- 
cuted under it; this is its first use in an attempt 
to discipline the leader of an industrial dispute. 

In the Whitney. case in 1926, the United States 
Supreme Court upheld a California law similar to 
that of Iowa, and made plain the sort of offenses to 
which it applied. Under the high court’s definition, 
criminal syndicalism is a most serious offense, It is 
advocacy of crime and terrorism, of sabotage and 
violence, virtually of revolution, in seeking to effect 
political or industrial change. There was nothing 
whatever to indicate the law’s application to a labor 
dispute. 

It would be difficult to reconcile the Supreme 
Court’s finding with the events of the Maytag strike, 
or to prove that. Sentner’s actions were of a revolu- 
tionary nature, as the law provides. For the minor 
breaches of the peace that did occur, there are ample 
police regulations without invoking a ferocious statute 
designed to check civil upheaval. It would appear 
that the Iowa courts have brought up a siege gun 
to dispatch a mouse, 

Indeed, the continuance of these laws is a danger 
to civil liberties. If they can be invoked against 
labor, striking against a 10 per cent wage cut and 
the employer’s refusal to arbitrate, they can be 
invoked against any group. They were passed in a 
time of hysteria, and they are a ready weapon of 
oppression if hysteria comes again. In fact, they 
are unnecessary, since adequate laws against sedi- 
tion already exist. Regardless of the courts’ action 
in the Sentner appeal, the 19 states should repeal 
their harsh syndicalism statutes.

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PROGRESS TO THE WASTELAND? 

The farm problem—old when the Pharaohs held 
sway along the Nile—has been made even more diffi- 
cult. of solution by the machine. Mechanization 
threatens to destroy the whole farming class, and 
European countries, as is pointed out in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion today, have been pouring out sub- 
sidies to save the agricultural individualism. 

Although neither subsidies nor tractors are new to 
the American scene, assembly line methods are being 
introduced more slowly on our acres, The well-to-do 
farmers of the Midwest are able to turn the machine 
to their own advantage for the time being, even if 
it will make it more difficult for their sons to estab- 
lish farms oftheir own. In the Cotton Belt, however, 
industrial methods mean a terrible social dislocation. 
No matter how hard the lot of the sharecropper, the 
machine seems to doom him to something worse. 

No one will quarrel with Mr. Drucker’s conclu- 
sion that a mechanized farm is beyond’ the compe- 
tition of the little man. But it also seems probable 
that these farms are being sown with the seed of 
their own destruction. Mr. Drucker admits that ma- 
chines get less out of the soil and exhaust it more 
quickly than does man. So, if we place no restric- 
tions on the machine, the tractors may well create 
new dust bowls, out of which even they cannot force 
a crop, much less a profit. Progress will lead only 
to the wasteland.

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GOV. STARK’S OPTIMISM ON RELIEF. 

Gov. Stark warned the last session of the Legis- 
lature that a special session would probably be 
necessary if it did not appropriate at least $8,000,000 
for relief in the current biennium. The Legislature 
appropriated only $6,500,000. Yesterday, asked for 
comment on the St. Louis Board of Aldermen’s resolu- 
tion requesting that he call a special session, the 
Governor says he sees no reason now for it. 

The Governor's attitude is based on his belief that 
recovery will solve the relief problem. If business 
picks up, he says, the present appropriation will meet 
requirements. 

Is not the Governor being unduly optimistic, both 
on the imminence of recovery and the adequacy of 
the relief fund? There are many signs of better 
times, to be sure, but an unprecedented boom would 
be needed to make a major and immediate dent on the 
nation’s 9,000,000 or more unemployed. As to the Mis- 
souri fund, $3,612,429 of it, more than 55 per cent, 
has already been spent in the first 10 months of 
the biennium, even after drastic pruning of the relief 
rolls. More than 13,000 cases, representing some 
46,000 individuals, have been dropped. Since only 
a few of these persons have obtained employment, 
this has meant despair and suffering in many 
households. 

Cold weather has barely begun, and demands on 
the relief fund are sure to increase in the next few 
months. There would seem not the slightest chance 
for it to last out the biennium, unless State authori- 
ties are prepared to steel themselves to witnessing 
hardship on wholesale scale, 

A special session is not yet a matter of immediate 


emergency, with some $2,887,000 remaining in the 


relief fund, But it remains just as true as when 
Gov. Stark issued his warning last spring that a 
special session will ultimately be necessary, perhaps 
in a few months, to furnish more funds for relief 
of the unemployed and helpless,

Europe subsidizing even least vital crops in effort to save farming 
class, backbone of all nations, from machine, economist writes; 
United States face to face with same problem; Chemurgy 
puts even independent, diversified farm on factory basis.

tention was riveted to the international 
crisis, and by the economist who was 
preoccupied with banking and industry, agri- 
culture was becoming the most pressing do- 
mestic problem in the industrial countries of 
the Old Continent during those fateful 10 
years between the depression and the out- 
break of the present war. By last summer, 
just before the storm broke, direct and in- 
direct farm subsidies had become so high 
as to take up a larger part of the national 
income of industrial Europe than any other 
expenditure except armaments. Although 
the farmers account for only 15 to 35 per 
cent of the population of Western and Cefi- 
tral Europe, they had been increasing their 
political power so rapidly during the past 
decade that they equaled the workers or 
the industrialists and bankers in influence. 
Dictatorships and democracies have shared 
alike in the farm-subsidy race. Germany 
and Italy supported agriculture by direct 
subsidies, import restrictions, legal minimum 
prices and cheap credit, and supplied their 
farmers with cheap or free compulsory la- 
All together they have been spending 
between 15 and 20 per cent of their total 
national income on farm subsidies. France, 
Holland and Belgium devote at least 10 per 
cent, probably as much as 15 per cent, of 
their national income to the same purpose. 
And Great Britain, whose farms can hardly 
produce one-third of the minimum foodstuff 
needs of the country, has been estimated to 
spend more than 12 per cent of her national 
income for direct and indirect farm subsi- 
dies. Compared with these figures, the farm 
subsidies of the United States appear paltry 
indeed. Direct subsidies here have never 
exceeded 4 per cent of the national income.

“Self-sufficiency” was not much more than 
an, excuse to make the urban consumers 
swallow the farm subsidies. Their real pur- 
pose was to protect the farmer against the 
forces of economic and technical revolution 
which threatened to destroy the social struc- 
ture of agriculture and to drive the inde- 
pendent farmer off the land, converting him 
into a landless laborer. After 150 years, the 
industrial revolution finally caught up with 
the farmer, It threatens to make farming 
submissive to the same forces of machine- 
made mass production and concentrated 
capital investment which rule industry. 

The new machines such as the corn pick- 
er and the cotton picker strike at the very 
basis of independent farming, They nullify 
the one competitive advantage which the 
owner or tenant farmer in extensive farming 
holds over the big estates: the cheap labor 
supply of his family. By making an un- 
skilled operation out of harvesting, they 
destroy the one economic reason for the ex- 
istence of the farmer in extensive cultiva- 
tion. The substitution of machines for skill 
has made it more profitable and more eco- 
nomical, for the first time in history, to 
raise bulk crops on an industrial basis, on 
large, mechanized estates and with paid 
migrant labor. Although mechanized farm- 
ing tends to produce lower yields per acre 
and exhausts the soil more quickly than 
even the most careless individual farming, 
the machine is giving “big business” a defi- 
nite competitive advantage.

These machine stations, which service be- 
tween 12 and 35 collective farms, represent 
a centralized capital investment, very high 
per unit of machinery, but very low per acre 
and per farm laborer. The management of 
the collective farms rests with them. Their 
employes are highly paid skilled mechanics, 
whereas the collective farmer has become 
an underpaid unskilled laborer. 

And although the machine stations show no 
profit and barely cover their amortization 
under the Russian system of bopkkeeping, 
with is arbitrary distribution of profits, Rus- 
sian farm authorities are agreed that the real 
profit should accrue to them. The introduc- 
tion: of the machine stations explains large- 
ly why Russia could expand her acreage 
under plow by 27 per cent and her grain 
production by 12% per cent as compared 
with 1913, while the actual capital invested 
probably decreased. At the same time the 
number of farm workers has fallen by more 
than 6,000,000 since 1926, in spite of a total 
population increase of 24,000,000, 


The machine can replace the farmer only 
in the production of bulk crops on an ex- 
tensive basis. It cannot be appiied, except 
in its old role as subsidiary, in the intensive 
production of such crops as vegetables or 
fruit, or in poultry and dairy farming. But 
this intensive agriculture also is undergoing 
a revolution which is as hostile to the inde- 
pendent small or medium-sized farm as the 


“chemurgy,” or scientific dairy farming, 
seem to assist the farmer as the fam- 
ily farm seems better able to take advantage 
of them than the large-scale enterprise. The 
“chemurgists”—-Mr. Ford with his new in- 
dustrial crops, or the chemists who make 
Southern pine usable for newsprint—have 
been hailed as providing a way out for the 
farmer whose livelihood is threatened by the 
machine. But the new methods represent an 
economic progress precisely because they 
project the industry principles of specializa- 
tion and of the division of labor into farm- 
ing. They raise the amount of capital need- 
ed for the attainment of a livelihood on the 
land beyond the reach of the independent 
family.

UBLICATION in the November issue of 

the Forum of the article “St. Louis: a 
City in Decay,” should give rise to some 
serious self-examination on the part of the 
Catholics in St. Louis, inasmuch as they 
constitute an important segment of the city. 
The St. Louis Catholic believes that this 
subject should be examined objectively and 
realistically. 

There has-been too much complacency in 
considering the evils of municipal govern- 
ment. It seems to us that we have been re 
luctant to face the situation realistically. 
Criticism has been almost taboo. While 
recognizing the danger of propagating scan- 
dal, we still believe that the whole force of 
Catholic thought has failed to impress Cath- 
olics with the seriousness of municipal cor- 
ruption. 

As Catholics we have no fear of the truth; 
when the truth is uttered, even though’ it 
be not complimentary, people wiil listen 
since they know from their own experience 
how corrupt and un-Christian is fhe com- 
plexion of government in our large cities. 

What are the facts? St. Louis is general- 
ly conceded to be anywhere from 35 to 50 
per cent Catholic. And yet in spite of this 
large percentage of Catholics, St. Louis is 
termed “A City in Decay.” 

Now the principles of Catholicism are in- 
corruptible and immune to decay, and since 
Catholicism is a definite way of life, we can 
only conclude that these principles if known 
are not practiced, but are carefully segre- 
gated and exhibited only on Sundays, while 
on week days politics is politics and busi- 
ness is business and Christianity is forgot- 
ten. 

This subject—the strange anomaly of the 
existence of corruption in the midst of os 
tensible Catholicism—is a subject deserving— 
of extensive treatment.

STORIES OF NAZI 
TORTURE. IN CAMPS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Oct. 21.—The British 
White Paper issued yesterday, de- 
scribing conditions in Germany un- 
der Adolf Hitler’s Nazi rule, in the 
form of affidavits collected by Brit- 
ish consular officials in the Reich, 
gives numerous personal accounts 
of experiences in concentration 
camps. 

A former prisoner, in a state- 
ment communicated to the Foreign 
Office Feb. 18, 1939, told of “tree- 
binding” at Buchenwald. 

“Ifonlyaslight offense was com- 
mitted, prisoners would be bound 
to a trees in such a way that they 
stood facing it as if embracing it, 
their hands pinioned together: 

“The straps that bound them 
would be pulled so tight that they 
barely move. Guards would now 
play ‘merry-go-round’ with them, 
that is, they force them to make 
their way round and round the 
tree. If they do not move quickly 
enough, it is usual to help by kick- 
ing the ankles. 

“Another form of the same pun- 
ishment often ended fatally. The 
victim would be strapped to a 
tree facing outwards, his arms 
pulled back and round the tree 
trunk, then bound together.” 

Herr “Z” describes the scene at 
Buchenwald as filth and mud up to 
the knees. It was almost impos- 
sible to walk. Flesh was torn from 
his face, which was so disfigured 
as to be unrecognizable. About 
10,000 men were in the camp but 
only 100 straw were available 
as beds, The men were obliged to 
lie on their sides. Lying on their

STEEL PRODUCTION INCREASE 
HAS ADDED 75,000 WORKERS 


Pickup, One of ‘Most Rapid in His- 
tory, Brings Output and Employ- 
ment Near 10-Year Peak. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 31 (AP). 
—The increase in steel production 
has added approximately 75,000 
workers and $12,000,000 or more 
monthly to the industry’s payroll 
within the past three months, lead- 
ing operators said today. 

The pickup, one of the most rapid 
in history, brought both the output 
and employment near the 10-year 
peak which was reached in 1937. 

The last “official” figures by the 
Amercan Iron ann Steel Institute 
show steel mills hired 44,000 work- 
ers during September, bringing the 
average employment for that month 
to 502,000 from 451,000 working in 
July. Payrolls were reported at 
$69,735,000, up $10,000,000 from the 
July figures. 

Production increased during Sep- 
tember almost 20 points to more 
than 80 per cent of capacity. Steel 
experts estimated that with the ad- 
dition of 10 more points in the rate 
of output during October, employ- 
ment now is around 530,000, or 79,- 
000 above the low mark,

Any Change of 


Climate Helps 


Sinus Trouble 


Warm Desert Regions Are 
Best During Winter 
Months.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HAT climates will prevent 
W sinus disease? Now that win- 

ter is coming on, the question 
is important. « 
There is no ideal climate where 
sinus disease does not exist. Any 
change in climate is likely to bene- 
fit a sinus sufferer, for a while. 
Thus, those who live in the moun- 
tains may do better for a while at 
the seashore, and the seashore 
dweller is improved by high alti- 
tude. Wherever there is plenty of 
ultra-violet radiation is a good 
climate for sinus, and in children 
such radiation cleans up small 
residual infections. 

During the winter the best cli- 
mate for the patient with sinus dis- 
ease is a warm climate with mod- 
erate changes and a minimum 
amount of*rainfall: desert regions 
—Arizona, Texas, New Mexico or 
California. 

For the best results the change 
should be continued a long time. It 
is foolish to expect a radical im- 
provement in a patient with chronic 
sinus disease in a month’s sojourn. 
The more chronic the case, the 
longer the stay should be. Disap- 
pointing recurrence may follow an 
early return to the patient’s native 
city. When improvement in a cer- 
tain climate has occurred one year, 
plans should be made for a return 
a second year, especially in chil- 
dren, because the colds of child- 
hood may interrupt the natura! 
anatomical development of the 
nasal sinuses. 


What effect does milk have on 
the teeth? 

The teeth need calcium. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Dorothea F. Radurch of 
Minneapolis, “unless the diet in- 
cludes a pint of milk each day, or 
its equivalent in cheese, it is al- 
most impossible to satisfy the cal- 
cium requirements of the body. 
Adults commonly omit milk, be- 
lieving they can meet requirements 
with fruit and vegetables. Butter, 
although a milk product, contains 
no calcium, whereas it takes one 
and one-half cups of 20 per cent 
coffee cream to equal the calcium 
in one cup of milk.” 


What is the treatment of dis- 
figuring pimples on the face in 
young people? 

Acne, the occurrence of disfigur- 
ing pimples on the face, is particu- 
alrly a disease of young people at 
the age of puberty. It is doubly 
cruel in this respect because just 
when romance begins to blossom, 
the pimples also blossom. 

The cause of acne is not easy to 
state—many factors enter into the 
picture. The pimples occur usually 
at the site of the opening of the oil 
glands in the skin. The oil tube

Frederic Chopin whispered 
the words two days before he died 
in 1849 at the age of 39. He spoke 
of George Sand, French woman 
writer, the love of his life, who 
had left him the year before, Theirs 
‘had been a stormy romance, lived 
‘in Paris where elegance, wit, cul- 
‘ture and gentility reigned supreme, 
'when ‘“cafe society” was* “salon 
'society,” where such names as Liszt, 
‘Hugo, Berlioz, Heine, Dumas, Dela- 
croix, Rossini, Meyerbeer were in- 
|termingled with the highest aris- 
‘tocratic titles of Europe. 
| In the music Frederic Chopin left 
behind him, with its esprit and 
feeling, he has traced a faithful 
'picture not only of himself but 
also of all that surrounded him, and 
he shows us, too, the high romance 
and passion that flamed underneath 
the airy elegance of his period. 

Half Polish, half French, Chopin 
came to Paris in 1831 at the age of 
22. His French father, a professor 
\at the Warsaw Lyceum, and his 
mother, a Polish noblewoman, had 
‘given him a happy childhood, sur- 
/rounded by culture and refinement. 
His musical precocity showed it- 
self early, and he was already an 
accomplished pianist and composer 
when he arrived in Paris, where he 
stayed, except for short trips to 
Germany and England, until his 
death in 1849. 

Chopin was slight, not tall, and 
extremely frail, carrying always the 
tubercular affliction which ended in 
his death. His eyes were large and 
brown, his nose long; some said too 
long for beauty. His hands and 
feet were small. He dressed always 
in the height of style, never being 
without gloves and a cane. He 
reveled in the atmosphere of aris- 
'tocracy, disliking crowds and the 
|proletariat. His concerts were al- 
| ways attended preponderantly by 
titled auditors, and had more of the 


‘atmosphere of a salon soiree than

T has been said that his waltzes 

were written to be danced only 

by: the nobility. He had a sarcas- 
tic wit and loved to mimic his 
friends and enemies alike. He was 
particularly adept in imitating his 
piano rival, Franz Liszt. Inherently 
retiring, Chopin liked only restrict- 
ed social gatherings, where he 
would sit at the piano and play by 
the hour, with an audience of prin- 
cesses, countesses and their cava- 


liers. He rarely read anything ex- 


cept Polish books, but admired Vol- 
taire. He drank little, smoked not 
at all, 

He spoke French with a Polish 
accent in spite of his long sojourn 
in Paris. He had little taste for 
German music except Bach and 
Mozart, considered Schubert rough, 
and mocked Schumann, one of his 
greatest admirers, and who had 
called him “the proudest poetic 
spirit of his time.” Of Schumann’s 
“Carneval,” dedicated to Chopin, 
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he said, “It’s not really music at 


all.” 


Chopin’s works are the most 
typical ever written for the key- 
board, employing its every resource 
and calling for a performer’s full 
emotional gamut. He composed no 
symphonies or operas and only two 
concertos for orchestra, a few songs 
and several chamber music ex- 
amples. For his chosen instrument, 
he created with innovating  har- 
monies, a new piano idiom and all 
the variety and coloring which 
other composers devote to the 


orchestra. In his own _ writing, 
Chopin was a perfectionist, never 
allowing -a ‘page to be published 
until he considered it faultless. He 
affixed no titles to his works, but 
let them tell their own stories as

Ave wrote his famous “Revolu- 
'*tionary Etude” while he was 
torn with anxiety in 1831 over the 
outcome of his country’s revolt 
against Russia. Chopin’s polonaises 
have been alluded to as “cannon 
buried in flowers.” His most char- 
acteristic Polish music occurs in 
the mazurkas. 

It was in 1837 that Chopin met 
George Sand, after several previous 
minor love-affairs with Polish wom- 
en, but his friendship with the 
authoress and first radical feminist 
was the outstanding romance of his 
life. Older than Chopin, Mme. Sand 


was a dominating, vivid personality, 
who took complete charge of him. 
The romance lasted 10 years and 
was finally broken off by Sand in 
1848, who tired of her nervous, ail- 
ing lover, coughing . himself to 
death. = 
Undoubtedly the shock of Sand’s 
abrupt desertion seriously aggra- 
vated his illness, which terminated 
his life the next year. He died 
poor, but his last hours were made 
comfortable by the princely gift of 
25,000 francs from his Scotch pupil, 
Miss Sterling. It is said that on 
the night of his death, a mysterious 
woman in man’s clothes, stood out- 


George Sand. 

In George Sand’s novel, “Lucre- 
zia Floriana,” the chief male char- 
acter, Prince Karol, is a pen 
portrait of Chopin—and none too 
kind a one. Also, her “Winter in 
Mallorca” is the record of the ro- 
mantic trip she made with Chopin 
to the Island of Mallorca, 

A library of books has appeared 
about Chopin, the most rhapsodica!] 
one being written by Liszt whom 
he used to mimic so maliciously. 
However, Chopin’s best biography 
is his music.

| NCE a year a friend of mine 
makes a retreat in a monastery 
set high on a quiet hill.
